A vcoad and massive color of pelished oak 
for the lower vault lay by the side of the 
grave and across was stretched eight or 
ten lines of new webbing of red and white.

received 1rom New Orleans and Richmond, 
though only a bunch of wild flowers having 
been carefully preserved and carried out 
to the cemetery in carriages to be laid in 
the grave. 

As everything was ia readiness the Stone- 
wall band. played «a funeral song. Bishop 
Thompson, ot Mississippi, was to have 
tuken part in the services, but was unable 
to come. Rev. Dr. W. WW. Landruin 
then read the hymn “How Firm a Fouuda- 
tion.” which was sung by the crowd. At 
the close of the hymu Dr. Lloge stepped 
forward and said: “Let us pray,” and 
nearly every. head in the vast assemblage 
wus bowed. The prayer was eloquent and 
touching. 

After the prayer was concluded Rev. 
Dr. O. S. Barten, of Norfolk,: pronounced 
the benediction. 

Mrs. Davis was led to the grave by Gov- 
ernor McKinney and looked down at the 
vaken easket until her eyes filled. with 
tears and forgetful of all the thousands 
about her'she seemed lost in fervent prayer. 
Her lips fairly trembled as she uttered the 
invocations of ber heart. Her two daugh- 
ters, Miss Winnie and Mrs. Hayes, were at 
her side. They, too, bowed their heads 
conquered by the grief of the moment.

THE ATLANTA POSTOFFICE FIGHT 


Is Expected to Be Taken Up Soon—No 
Fear of Cholera Coming to This 
Country—Notes and Gossip. 


Washington, May 31.—(Special.)—The in- 
fluence of the veterans has had its effect 
and Miss Carrie Kirby Smith has‘been as- 
sured the postoffice at Sewanee. She will 
assume charge of the office at once. She 
will be assisted in her duties by Preston 
Brooks, son of the famous South Carolinian 
who horsewhipped Sumner. The office is au 
important one, as it distributes all the 
mail at the University of the South. This 
otice has usually been held by women 
and heretofore it has been farmed opt to 
Mr. Brooks, who is the largest merchant 
in the mountain town. ' 

No Fear of Cholera. ( 

Treasury officials are not apprehensive that 
cholera will appear in this country. Since 
last fall, when in certain European ports, 
cholera became epidemic, the sanitary con- 
ditions have been improved and the great- 
est precautions known to medical science 
have been called into use. The United 
States government officials at home and 
abroad and observing all known precautions 
to prevent its reaching here and these 
efforts will be doubly increased now that 
cholera cases have appeared at Hamburg. 
t is not thought necessary at this stage io 
quarantine against any of the KEuropean 
ports, but should cholera increase Secretary 
Carlisle will not hesitate to do so. Dr. 
Wyman said today he felt no alarm on 
the subject, but was keeping the closest 
watch on incoming steamers from choiera- 
infected ports. 

A Conspiracy in the Northwest. 

Secretary Carlisle has during the past 
few days received several telegrams, which 
fully .confirm the newspaper dispatches 
ns to the discovery of a conspiracy on the 
extreme northwest border to smuggle 
opium and Chinese into the United States. 
These telegrams, which for the present’ are 
Withheld, it is said, intimate that quite a 
number of government officials, collectors 
of customs and special agents, are impli- 
cated in the conspiracy, which has been in 
successful operation for some time past. 

Ashley Didn't Like It. 

Ashley Mears, the North Dakota banker, 
whose banks were closed Monday by Comp- 
troller Eckels, arrived in Washington yes- 
terday, and this ‘morning interviewed Comp- 
troller Eckels. The interview was far from 
satisfactory to Mr. Mears. At times it 
wus Quite Animated, and Mr. Mears left 
with the comptroller’s statement ringing 
in his ears that the comptroller would never 
issue a charter to a bank with whch Mr. 
Mears was connected. Comptroller Eckels 
siys this is just the beginning of a general 
sifting of national banks, and when he 
finds that bank officials are carrying along 
national banks simply as a means or blind 
for private speculation, he intends to close 
them up in the interest of the depositors 
who, in the end, are sure to be the only 
sufferers. 

No Bida for the Bonda. 

A few days ago, the Cherokee Indian 
committee advertised for bids for $3,000,- 
OOO of bonds guaranteed by the govern- 
ment. The date fixed for opening the bids 
was at noon today. When that hour ar- 
rived, a number of the committee and sev- 
eral treasury officials were in Secretary Car- 
lisle’s room at the treasury department. 
Not a single bid was made and the Chero- 
kee committee very plainly showed their 
disappointment. 

Allison Wants to Resign. 

It appears that the president is unwilling 
to permit Senator Allison to terminate his 
service as a member of the international 
monetary conference in spite of the sena- 
tor’s often expressed intention of doing go, 
aud the senator may yet consent to serve. 

The Postofiice Now. 

The fight over the Atlanta postoffice 
will come before Mr. Cleveland immediate- 
ly upon his return. Senator Gerdon is 
expected here within a few days to urge 
Mr. Couper. Today Senator Colquitt tele- 
graphed Colonel Livingston that he liad 
endorsed Dr. Amos I’ox, and Colonel Livy- 
ingston immediately wired that he would 
join him in the endorsement. Thus the 
fight will be between Hox and Couper, 
with Senator Colquitt on one side and 
Senator Gordon on the other. The contest 
promises to be a very interesting one. A 
good many people here think, however, 
that the president will take the matter in 
his own hands and select Mr. Kontz. [He 
took the marshalship contest in his own 
hands and auppolnted a man against the 
recommendation of both senatorsgye He 
may do it again in this case. . 

Georgian and the Oftices. 

All the southern congressmen are ures 
ing Mr. I. S. Brown, of the Richmond 
and Danville railroad for the second assist- 
ant postmaster general. Nearly all of them 
in town will call upon the postmaster gen- 
eral Saturday to urge him. Mr. Brown is 
a native of Newton county, Georgia, He 
is one of the most popular railroad mén in 
the country. 

Colonel Livingston is doing some good 
work here for his constituents, During 
the past two weeks he has shown that 
the statements about his* having no in- 
finence with the administration gre far 
from correct. Much of the credit of the 
marshalship appointment is due to him 
while it is quite certain that one or two 
Atjanta man, whose claims he is adyocating, 
will be provided for within a week or two, 
Colonel Lon Livingston is a hard one to 
down. ae E. W..B.

But the Doctor Will Now Be Quiet for 
| Awhile. 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY HAS VOTED, 


Sustaining the Specification of Er- 
ror by a Good Majority. 


A RIGHT. LIVELY — DISCUSSION, 


In Which Beveral Prominent Presbyte- 
rians Took Part—Dr. Briggs Retired 
Before the Voting Began.

Washington, May 31.—Before proceeding to 
a vote today upon the question of. sustaining 
the appen!l from the judgment of the New 
York, presbytery in the case of Professor 
Charles A.“Briggs, D.D., the merits of which 
they had been considering the past two days, 
the Semmissioners of the general assembly 
of the Presbyterian church, engaged, as they 
were Wont to do, in a half hour’s devotional 
evcreises. 

The first to appear were Messrs. Birch, 
Lampe and McCook, of the prosecuting com- 
mittee. Then came Moderator Craig and Dr. 
Bake, chairman of the judicial committee, 
who Were just in time for the last prayer and 
hymna. Dr. N. Freeland, of the East Florida 
presbytery, was the tirst speaker. 

Mr. Freeland was followed by Rev. J. T. 
Sulth, of Baltimore, who expressed an in- 
tention of sustaining the appeal. 

Kev. John M. Boggs, of Indiana, believed 
that Dr. Briggs was right In alleging the 
error ‘to the scriptures. 

Mider Charles Griflin, also of Indiana, said 
if the theologians of the assembly were in 
doubt) as to the interpretatien to be placed 
upon the views of Dr. Lriggs, how was it to 
be expected that the laymen of the assembly 
could, be free from doubt. 

Quite a Lively Scene. 

ElWlér Thomas McDougall, of Cincinnati, 
precipitated a lively scene upon the floor, un- 
ejualéd in the course of the trial, except 
when Dr. Briggs challenged the truthfulness 
of a Statement made by Dr. Duffield. Mr. 
McDahgall is an earnest, even radical oppo- 
neyt Pf Dr. Briggs and speaks with an in- 
clsivel aggressiveness that easily evokes an- 
LuxgOongsm. 

“If it be in order,”’ he began, “in a Presby- 
teriam assembly, in this high court, I would 
like t) ask if the omniscience, the veracity, 
the @Barity of God Almighty, of the Lord 
Jesus#Christ may be questioned. God Al- 
might¥ has said that Isaiap sald thus, and so, 
Dr. Briggs has sald to Cod Almighty that 
Isniafe did not write half the book that bears 
his mune.

ALLEN TALKS OUT. 


He Expresses His Opinions Concerning Cer- 
tain Methods of His Opponents. 

Denver, Col... May 31.—Walter S. Allen 
will receive, in a few days, bis. commission 
from the president as melter of the Denver 
mint. Mr. Allen received this morning from 
Henry F. Thurber, private secretary of 
President Cleveland, a telegram reading: 

“Your appointment has been signed and will 
be forwarded in a few days.”’ 

This appointment has been on President 
Cleveland's desk for some time ready to sign, 
but was held back owing to certain charges 
preferred against Mr. Allen. 

A telegram was received by the president 
requesting him to delay the appointment of 
Mr. Allen until charges could be filed against 
him. There were several of these charges, 
the principal one being that Mr. Allen, who 
Was a cadet at West Point and graduated from 
the acadeiny in August, 1878, was implicated in 
the hazing of Cadet Whittaker, a young 
colored man. The affair created considerable 
excitement all over the country at the time it 
was first reported in the New York press. 

Mr. Allen said this morning that he had 
not yet discovered who was the originator of 
these charges, but he did know that they 
were formulated In Denver by parties who 
knew of his having attended West Point, and 
he thought they certainly emanated from some 
of his opponents for the same position. Mr. 
Allen also said that during his schooling at 
West Point he had never even spoken to Cadet 
Whittaker, because he was not considered the 
equal of the other cadets. He did not then 
know Whittaker and all he had to say was 
that he considered the parties who brought 
the charges against him were beneath Cadet 
Whittaker in point of honor, general intel- 
ligence anid horest¥. He had heard of cha 


being preferred against other gentlemen who 


were applicants for office under the govern- 
ment and he was very sure that such a course 
would only add to the discomfiture of those 
parties. Mr. Allen was very vehement in 
his dennnelation of the authors of the charges 
and said that he would waste no time in en- 
deavoring to discover and humiliate those who 
attempted to render him nnworthy in the eyes 
of the president of deserving an appointment, 

Mr. Allen comes from one of the first 
fomilies of Mississippi and has a brother 
who is a congressman from that state. and 
it is nnderstood that Mr. Cleveland was seen 
in the interest of the present appointment 
and promised that Mr. Allen shonld reretve 
the appointment. He has been eonnected for 
same time past with Harris Mros., se commis- 
sion agent, in the Roston block. Mr. Allen 
will assume the duties of his office as soon 
as the appointment reaches this city. 


SIR CHARLES CLOSES 


His Argument for the Pritish Before the 
Behring Sea Tribnnal. 

Paris, May 31.—Sir Charles Russell con- 
cl@led ‘this argument in behalf of the 
British case before the Behring sea tribunal 
of arbitration at 12:50 o’clock p. m. today. 
He said that this was the first o#casion upon 
which a nation had claimed property in a 
free swimming animal. The contention, Sir 
Charles declared, was untenable and. sits 
advancement was derogatory to the princi- 
ple of the freedom of the seas. Sir Charles 
continuing, said that it was an extravagant 
and unfounded pretention that international 
law sanctioned the seizures and condem- 
nation of a vessel of a friendly power. 

Existing international laws were an ef- 
fective and noble instrument to serve the 
just purposes of mankind in the adjudication 
of rights. He appealed to the tribunal to 
declare that it could not make law. 

Sir Charles in his pereration dwelt upon 
the importance of the arbitration here sab- 
mitted ta by two great powers,.one rep- 
resenting the old .world civilization; great 
in extent of dominion and greater im the 
long enduring traditions of Jiberty; the

But He Has About Lost Hope~He Will 
Go tothe Camp Todaytand Tomor- 
row Wiil Wear Stripes. 


With a brisk and confident step as proud 
as that of any lord, a little man with a 
florid face and a blonde mustache, smoking 
a fragrant cigarro and wearing a neat fit- 
ting, faultlessly brushed suit of black and 
a cheerful smile, walked into the statior- 
house keeper’s office at the police station 
Jast night and held out a handcuffed hand 
in a pleasant way. 

‘Phe littlhe man whose patrician hands 
were bound together by a heavy pair of 
handcuffs, was Lord Beresford, otherwise 
as Sidney Lascelles; the alleged 
English nobleman who got himself into 
trouble at Rome, Ga., by forging the names 
of some prominent citizens of that place. 

The lord was in the custody of ‘Transfer 
Guard Gus Starnes, the nineteen-year-old 
official who, despite his youthful age, has 
curried as many prisoners as nearly any 
other man in the state.. The nobleman 
had apparently established cordial rela- 
tions between himself and the guard. Thar 
is a characteristic of his. He makes it a 
point of getting on friendly terms with 
every one -he meets. 

The lord left Rome yesterday afternoon 
at five o'clock in custody of young Mr. 
Starnes, aud the two reached the city a 8 
o'clock. The nobleman convict bore the 
journey exceedingly well, and was as chip- 
per andbri ght waen he stepped off the 
train in the depot here us when he left 
Rome. He had a smite for everybody, and 
if Lhe had been starting ou a pleasure trip 
his outward mein wvuuld not have been 
pleasanter. The weight of his sentelce 
must have been terrible for him to bear, 
but nothing in his face showed it, save, 
perhaps, the blue rings that encircled his 
eyes. 

‘rhe Kad requested of Mr. Starnes that 
he allowed to get supper at Durand’s, 
and the convict and guard stepped into 
the crowded restaurant and took a seat at 
a table. ln an instant* everyone in the 
eating place knew that the noturious lord 
Was in the room. He sat at the table and 
ordered his evening meal with as much 
ease and Jack of cousciousness as he would 
have shown had he been one of the free men 
who sat at the table all around him. He 
sat there chatting and eating as happily as 
any one. It was the last time and Beres- 
ford must have known, but bis smiling face 
did not lose one whit of its care free ex- 
pression. 

When the meal was over Beresford went 
with Mr. Starnes to the Simball house 
where he had a talk with Assistant Keep- 
er of the Penitentiary Wright. He talk- 
ed “about what he wouid have to do at the 
lumber mills, and thanked Captain Wright 
for his kindness. In the JKXimball house 
rotunda Beresfor spoke to\ several ac- 
quaintances.. He wis. not in the least 
embarrassed at appeati tndcuffed in 
such a public place. In fact, he seemed un- 
conscious of the fact that the iron bracelets 
were about his wrists. He smoked in his 
easy, careless way, and bowed and miled 
as he passed through. 

Beresford greeted Chief Connolly very 
effusively when he reached police head- 
quarters, and showed what a remarkable 
memory is his by addressing by name one 
or two acquaintances he made while here 
monuhs ago. He held quite an informal 
reception in the. stationhouse keeper’s of- 
fice, smoking and smiling he seemed as 
free from shadows and cares as anyone 
about him. He talked about bad railroad 
schedules, and acquaintances and the latest 
appointments just as if he was not a con- 


vict at all, but a man who had as much 


interest in such things as anyone else. 

He asked ofr a sheet of paper and wrote 
a note to his attorney, Mr. W. C. Glenn. 
After he had finished his note and des- 
patehed it and talked for a few moments 
quite pleasantly, he turned to Chief Con- 
nolly and asked: 

“Where are you going to put me to- 
night?’ There wasn't a shade of anxiety in 
his tone. He might have been a guest at 
a hotel speaking to the clerk. 

‘Tbere is but one place,” said the chief; 
“vou are here in the custody of Mr. 
Starnes, I believe.” 

“Yes,” said Beresford, with a smile, “he 
has had me since 3 o'clock, and he is very 
clever, too. I must thank him for his kind- 
ness. We had a very pleasant trip down.” 

Among Beresford’s personal property that 
he had with him was a small basket. He 
took it up and started to open it. 

“IT am not at all inquisitive,” said he, 
“but I want to know what is in this bas- 
ket. Ed Calloway geve me this at the 
Kimball a while ago.”” The basket was full 
of delicious eake, and the lord smiled. 
“Well, Mr. Starnes, we'll have plenty to 
eat as we go down tomorrow,” he said. 
‘Ed Calloway is a good fellow, isn’t he?’ 

Before going back to his cell Beresford’s 
face grew serious, and there wa6 a strange 
look of doubt and despair upon it, as he 
remarked in a low tone: 

“It’s a gloomy prospest, isn’t it—six years 
in the penitentiary. Yes, everything has 
been done that could be done. Every 
legal recourse has been exhausted; I am 
utterly hopeless.” 

“Do you hope to receive a pardon defore 
your term expires ” he was asked. 

“I can’t say, I don’t know. I have been 
disappointed so much that I don’t even 
know what I expect. 1] am very different 
from what I was when I was here last, am 
I not? I was sanguine then; I am hope- 
less now.” 

It was another man talking now. The 
purple rings about his eyes seemed to grow 
darker as he talked, and the smile that 
lighted up his face vanished. A far-away 
look settled in his eyes, and for a moment 
he was silent. Quickly. however, his man- 
ner changed again. With a bright smile 
he turned to bid Mr. Starnes good night 
and wish him pleasant dreams. 

Beresford had been in the station -house 
keeper's office for fifteen minutes, longer

out. Tou must take charge of this man,” 
said Wtation House Keeper Joiner to the 
turnkey. Toward the prison door Beres- 
ford willingly turned, still smiling. He 
did not murmur; the smiling bravery of 
the man was something remarkable. He 
walked back into a common cell in which 
common criminals are confined, and with- 
out a word stepped in. The iron door 
clanked shut.

liff out to Crawley’s home, No. 125 Rawson 
street, for the father of the juror. As 
soon as Crawley's father arrived the judge 
asked that he be pointed out, which was 
dene. Juror Crawley was sent for the 
third time by the judge and departed with 
his father, after learning for the first time 
what the actual status of affairg was and 
what the cause of so much agitation was 
the result of. : 

In a very few minutes after the discharge 
of Crawley had taken place Judge Clark 
arose from his seat and announced: 

“[ declare a mistrial unless both sides 
agree to go on with the remaining eleven.” 

“Your honor,” said Colonel W. C. Glenn 
for the state, “has the juror been dis- 
charged ?”’ 

Judge Clark replied in the affirmative. 

“But there has been no order to that ef- 
fect taken,” said Colonel Glenn. 

“But there will be,” interrupted Hon. 
J. T. Glenn, and the judge nodded assent. 
Hon. W. C. Glenn’s Argument. 

“Your honor,” continued Colonel W. C. 
Glenn, “we do not think that the proper 
thing has been done and we suggest and 
ask of the court that a bailiff be sent after 
the juror and that he be brought back and 
kept with the jury and the trial allowed to 
proceed. As the matter now stands we 
are confronted with a grave and serious 
question. There is no law that allows for 
such an action. If it had been that the 
mother was seriously ill, or that the juror 
himself was ill, or the juror’s wife, it would 
have been entirely different. As it is the 
mother is dead and the juror ean render 
uo possible aid nor can he do. any good. 
He can be brought back and made to make an 
athdavit that the defense has not been 
injured by hig separation’ from the jury 
and then it will be in the diseretion of the 
court to send a bailiff with him to the house 
and remain with him until after the funeral. 
lu the meantime the case can be continued, 
I do not think that the juror should have 
been notified of the death of his mother 
until after the ease has been decided, 
There is still a remedy, however, as has been 
suggested.” 

“It is in the course of the laws of hu- 
manity,” said Judge Clark. 

“l agree with my brother Glenn,” said 
Solicitor [lil This man has been ‘placed 
in-jeopardy aud it might end the whole 
thing; stop the proceedings.” 

“Tie should never have been told of his 
mother’s death,” reiterated Colonel W. C: 
Glenn. 

“Our laws,” said Judge Clark vehemently, 
“do not provide for such inhumanity.” 

At the delivery of this opinion the anu- 
dience in the courtroom burst into applause, 
Which was only stopped by the bailiffs ham- 
mering on the floor. 

“We have never agreed,” said Mr. Ren- 
ben Arnold. “that Juror Crawley should be 
informed of the death of his mother. We 
merely agreed that he should be called 
out and asked if he was the man.” 

‘The defense did agree that he should be 
told of the death of his mother.” said Judge 
Clark. 

“Your honor,” continned Colonel Arnold, 
“while I hate to appear as in opposition 
to the eourt, IT must say that we did not 
agree to have the juror informed of the 
death of his mother, but merely be asked 
if he was the man.” 

“You did agree,” said Judge Clark, “and 
that is the way it shall go down on the 
record, I declare a mistrial and set the 
ease for Monday morning.” 

‘The eleven remaining jurors, who were still 
shutwip in the jury room in entire ignorance 
of the proceedings outside, were ealled for 
by the eourt and filed into the courtroom 
and were told to take seats in the jury box. 

“On account of the death of Juror Craw- 
ley’s mother,” said Judge Clark, ‘ta mistrial 
has been declared and you are discharged.” 

The jurors looked at each other for a 
moment and then stared at the eourt in 
utter amazement. Finally they severally 
and as a unit grasped the situation and, 
grinning nervously, straggied out of .the 
eourtroom, but not until they had been in- 
formed that they eould draw their pay 
this morning at 8:50 o’elock. 

What the Situation Is or Ia Not, 

The attorners for Porter Stocks claim 
that whether or not they consented to the 
juror’s being informed of the death of his 
mother, it amounted to an aequittal: 

Qn the other hand, the counsel for the 
gtate say that since the attorneys for the 
dofense consented that Crawley should be 
told of the death of his mother it will not 
amount to an acquittal. Colonel W. C. 
Gdenn and Solicitor Ifill both = stated te 
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7a Constitution reported that the state de- 


pended upon the fact that the defense did 
not object, but consented to the juror’s be- 
ing informed of his mother’s demise. 

“The action of Jndge Clarke,” said Mr. 
Reuben Arnold to The Constitution reporter, 
“omounta to an acquittal outright. There 
is no precedent for hisaction in discharging 
the juror on account of the death of his 
mother. It may be good moral law and 
nothing but humanity, but there existed no 
proper or valid reason for such a discharge 
by the judge. I think that the judge should 
have sent a bailiff ont to the house with 
'rawley and allowed him to have attended 
the funeral exercises attended by the bailiff. 
I agree with Colonel W. C, Glenn inasmuch 
as he says that the proper course would 
huve been to send a bailiff with Crawley 
or to have not informed him of his mother’s 
death vntu alter the trial was) finishea, 
and, as Colonel Glenn stated, it has raised 
a grave and serious question, for the inis- 
trial as it oecurred amounts to nothing less 
than an acquittal of Stocks. 

“We will file a plea of discharge tomorrow 
morning, perhaps, or at any rate, before 
next Monday. We will argue this ples 
and if the decision is against us we. will 
tuke it up to the supreme court. But we do 
not anticipate anything but that Stocks wiil 
be acquitted on the showing that he will 
make. As I said before, it was good mora! 
law to let Crawley go, but there was no 
proper or valid cause for bis discharge and 
the declaration of a mistrial.” 

The Difference of Opinions. 

In regard to the difference of opinions | 
that existed between the court and the de- 
fepse it is but fair to both sides that the 
stenographer’s report on this particular 
puint should be given in full. 

In speaking to Judge Clark Mr. Arnold 
stuted that the defense had agreed only to 
having the juror brought out and asked 
if he was the man, and not that he should 
be told of the death of his mother. 

Judge Clark, however, ruled that Arnold 
did agree that Crawly should be told of 
his mother’s death. 

The stenographer’s renort reads: 

While Mr. H. H. Goldsmith was on the 
stand the following occurred: 


By the court—Let the jury retire to its 
rooms. 

The jury was sent from the courtroom to 
the jury room. 

The court, to the attorneys—Gentlemen, I 
am informed that the mother of one »f the 
jurors, named Crawley, died this ufternoon.

The Testimony During Yesterday. 

When Stocks’s case was taken up again 
yesterday morning in the superior court 
the first thing to be done was the secunls 
of the twelfth juror. An entire panel was 
exhausted and the larger part of another 
before a man could be found that suited 
both the state and the defense. The juror 
selected was J. W. Barfield, and when he 
qualified the state bad exhausted all of 
its strikes, while the defense did not care 
to use the two remaining ones that belong- 
ed to it. Thus the Stocks jury was secured 
out of a very few more than 100, | sumie- 
thing over eight panels and a half. 

Just after the last Juror Was found 
Judge Clark announced that he would re 
move his court up stairs to Judge Marshall 
Clarke's rovms us soon us that judge va- 
cated. In a short while a bailiff came down 
with the word that Judge Clarke had re- 
tired into chambers. Judge Clark then ni 
journed to up stairs, 

it was sometime before the tables and 
chairs could be arran@ed to the satisfaction 
of the judge and the lawyers, but when 
everything was in order Solicitor Hill open- 
ed the case. He began by calling the names 
of the witnesses for the state in the or- 
der they testified in at the previous trial. 

For the defense Hon. J. Thomas Glenn 
did the same thing and read the names of 
his witnesses. 

The name of Dr. Eli Griffin, formerly 
county physician, was called as the state's 
first witness. 

“T have been,” said Dr. Griffin, “a prac- 
ticing physician in Fulton county for thirty- 
two years. I have been county physician of 
Fulton county and served in that capacity 
for three years. I was called to see Alf 
Cassin after he was dead@l found that he 
had come to his death from ai gunshot 
wound in the left side between the seventh 
and eighth ribs and the ball lodged against 
the eighth dorsal vertabrae. 

On cross-examination it developed that 
Dr. Griffin had testified at the first trial 
that the bullet had entered between the 
fifth and sixth ribs, and that he had tes- 
tified that it struck no bone, Yesterday 
the location of the bullet had changed in 
his mind, and he stated further that he 
had noticed an indertion upon the ball 
that was caused by it striking a bone. 

“Where do you state the ball went?’ 
asked Mr. J. T. Glenn on the cross-exam- 
ination. 

“Retween the seventh and eighth.” re- 
plied Dr. Gfiffin, hesitatingly, “eighth and 
ninth—seventi? and: eighth ribs.” 

“Pretty apt to be the eighth and ninth, 
isn’t it. doctor?” asked GTenn. 

“No.” replied the doctor. 

“How many ribs has a man?” asked 
M~ Glenn, sareasticallv. 

Thwelre on each side,” answered the 
doctor, promptly. 

A Juror Taken Sick. } 

At this juncture a juror, T. W. Cofield, 
was taken sick, and was asslsted iuto an 
adjoining room by a bailiff. On the sugges- 
tion of Colonel J. IT’. Glenn, Dr. Gritlin 
started out to give the man medical at- 
tention but he didn’t get very far. 

“Come back to your seat, doctor,” kind- 
ly commanded Judge Richard Clark, “and 
wait until 1 tell you to go.” 

Mr. Glenn apologized to the court as 
it wag upon his suggestion that Griffin 
left his seat. 

A Very Important Witness. 

N. W. Baird, who saw the shooting 
and heard a portion of the cuarrel between 
Stocks and Cassin, was the next wetness. 

“On the day of the shooting,” said 
Baird, “I saw Porter Stocks and Alf Cas- 
sin together in a buggy about 2 o'clock, 
and saw them again about two hours later. 
I suw them again in the stable at 6:50 or 
7 o'clock p. m. Cassin got a buggy at 
Redd’s stable at 2 o’clock and Stocks got 
into it at Hunter street. When they got 
back from the drive they went into the 
otlice and sat down. I heard Stocks say 
that Cassin had knocked his hat off and 
ealled him a 
didn’t take it back he, Cassin, must stamp 
the life out of him. Cassin said: ‘] will 
tuke back the — — — but have nothing 
elxe to take back.’ Stocks then said that 
they would get guns and shoot it out, Cas- 
sin replied: "You can go get a wagon load 
of guns and when they come you'll run, I 
can whip you but I don’t want to: I could 
spank you good, but I won't. Let's talk 
about something pleasant.’ Stocks then left 
the office 

“The third time T saw Stocks was when 
he was going into the office just ahead of 
ine. He pulled a pistol out of his overcoat 
pocket. A man who was pointed out to 
me as Id Holland was standing between 
the two when the pistol was fired. Stocks 
fired, the pistol and I grabbed him. T asked 
Cassin if he was hurt and he replied that 
he was shot. Stocks said: ‘Alf, I don't 
gness youll threat®n anybody else's life.’ 
The pistol was cocked when I took it away 
from Stocks. After he was shot Cassin 
started out of the oflice door but reeled and 
was assisted to a chair. The date of the 
shooting was Mareh 18, 1882, as near as 
I can remember. The quarrel took place 
at 4 o’clovk and Stocks left the office at 
5 o'clock, coming back at 7 o'clock. Stocks 
came into the office the lastytime a few 
minutes after Holland eame in. JT 
heard Cassin say to Holland: ‘Hello, old 
boy, where have you been: T haven't seen 
vou in a long time.’ Holland had never 
been to the stables: before. that time. 

It was brought out on the CTOSS-EeNAMI- 
nation that both men apneared ta have 
been drinking. and that after Stocks left 


. the office Cassin started ta leave too. but 


was prevented by Baird the witness. Baird 
stated that he wasr'’t thinking  sabent 
Stacks when he told Cassin to stay in the 
afice, but merely Wanted him ta remain 
Inside ag he wae in no eondition to go 
ont. Roird was anbiected to _ severe eTosa- 
examination as to what be had told other 
norties about his not havire seen Cassin 
when the shooting occrrred, 

Nothing further was brought out in the 
redirect oxaminnation, 

The Testimony of C. K. Crow. 

“T have known both Stocks and Cassin 
some time,” said Crow. “Il saw them to- 
gether at Redd’s livery stable on March 
18, 1892, between 4 and 5 o'clock. It seems 
that they had been out riding, Both sat 
down by the stove when they came in. 
Captain Lyle asked Stocks if he was still 
railroading. Stocks replied that he was and 
exnected to go out that night. Captain 
Ly!c cuade the remark: ‘If I had the con- 
trol of as: mugh money as you ¢ wouldn't 
railroad such a night as this.’ Stocks said 
that he expected to make $2.25. ‘It’s not 
the dollar he wants,’ said Cassin, ‘but it 
is the 25 cents for two drinks.’ ‘Go to 
hell,’ was the response of Stocks, Cassin 
got up and krocked off Stocks’s hat and af- 
terwards called him a — — —, but teok 
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“My memory is refreshed to the extent 
that I remember that after Cassin said, 
‘Let’s sit down and talk about something 
pleasant.’ Stocks said: ‘You have threat- 
ened my life.” ‘You are a damned liar,’ 
was Cassin’s reply. Stocks said: ‘You are 
another,” and Cassin pushed him back a 
little, and banded hi® a knife. After 
Stocks left the office Cassin started to 
leave also, but was prevented by Baird.” 
Captaiu Ly.e Lestines. 

“Tl was in the otlice of Kedd’s stable,” 
Said Cuptain Lyle, “Wuen Stvcks and 
Cassin cumie inty Ule Office and sat dewn 
by tue stove. 1 asked Stocks what he was 
doing now. ‘Kailroading,’ was tue reply, 
‘and I expect to make $2.25 tomght.’ 1 
told him that 1 thought it was a pretty 
bad night for a man who had the money 
he did to gg out. ‘it’s not the $2 he wants,’ 
suid Cassin, ‘It’s the 20 cents for two 
drinks.’ Stocks’s reply to this was either, 
‘zo to hell,’ or ‘Oh, hell, it’s none of your 
business,’ I don’t know which.” 

“After some words Stocks said that he 
Wasn’t able to fight Cassin, physically 
but that he would get guns and they woul 
shoot it out. Cassin .gaid: “Go get'a wagon 
load. When they come you won't be here. 
Hle then called Stocks a d—d cowardly — 
— —. Stocks said: ‘You must retract that 
or kill me bere.’ Crow told Cassin that he 
shouldn't use such language, and Cassin 
said to Stocks: ‘I will bar your mother, 


but you are a coward.” Cassin afterwards: 


got up and offered bis hand to Stocks say- 
ing, ‘Let's talk about something pleasant, 
and be white men! 

“Somewhere in the conversation Stocks 
made the remark that Cassin had threat- 
ened his life. He was speaking to Cassin. 
They had both been drinking.: I didn’t 
hear anything said by Stocks to Cassin 
about a pistol that he, Cassin, might have 


had. I didn’t see Cassin try’to leave. I took . 


Cassin back to the stable office from Low- 
ry’s bank corner as he was too tight to 
be upon the street.” 

Neither the cross-examinatT#m nor the re- 
direct examination brought out any addi- 
tional evidence of any special importance. 

Solicitor Till then offered the testimony 
of W. C. Boggan. deceased, which eviglence 
was objected to by the defense, The ob- 
jection was overruled by Judge lark, 
and the solicitor read Boggan’s testimony. 
It wie ta the effect that Stocks on the 
‘evening of the killing had tried to horrow 
a *Mistol from him. but that he had refnsed 
to lonn him one. Rogenn didn’t think that 
Stocks had been drinking. 

He Testified Only Partially. 

The next and last witness was Henry 
H. Goldsmith, the witness who was on 
the stand when the mistrial was declared 
by Judge Clark. 

“IT knew Cassin well,” said Goldsmith, 
“and was with him all Sunday night after 
he was shot. Fle said that he knew that he 
was upon his deathbed, and that it was 
rom a cowardly assault.” > 

The defense objected to this and it was 
ruled out. , 

“Te also told me,” said Goldsmith, “that 
Holland came in and attracted his atten- 
tidn and that while his attention was at- 
tracted he was shot.’’ 

3efore Goldsmith could be cross-examin- 
ed the jury was retired and the discharge 
of Crawley and the mistrial which follow- 
ed had been told. 

The case will be called up Monday morn- 


ing.

Gold Sharks and Their “Object Lesson.” 

The Boston Herald is inclined to make 
much of the fact that a number of bus- 
iness men of that city who have been 
visited by its reporters are of the opin- 
ion that the currency question is of 
more vital importance than the tariff 
question. “The tariff question be 
hanged!” cries one of them; “let us first 
repeal the Sherman law,” 

We do not understand the secret of 
the cackle The Herald sets up. It has 
made no new discovery; it has lit upon 
no new fact. The views of the busi- 
ness men of Boston and of the business 
men of New York are to a large extent 
dominated by the policy of the banks, 
and the banks are known to be behind 
this conspiracy to make the siiver leg- 
islation of no avail and to demonetize 
the silver that has already been coined. 

The nature of this conspiracy can be 
outlined in very few words. The banks 
want the silver currency demonetized— 
or, what is the same thing, made re- 
deemable in gold only—because they 
know that this policy will drive the 
government to issue bonds in order to 
replenish its gol® reserve, and that this 
method, once begun, will have to be 
continued. The banks will thus mate 
heavy profits through handling t':e 
bonds and’ will be enabled to perp -tuate 
the system which gives them their pres. 
ent dominion over business and over 
politics. 

There was Some attempt at cackling 
on the part of a few newspapers in 
Georgia because the: bankers of Texas 
and of Alabama passed resolutions in 
favor of the repeal of the silver pur- 
chase act of 1890. Out of fifteen Ala- 
bama bankers only nine voted for the 
repeal, but, as a matter of fact, the 
status would be the same if the vote 
for the repeal had been unanimous. To 
all intents and purposes the southern 
banks bear the same relations to the 
banks of the northeast that the business 
men of Boston and New York do. 
When these business men go to the 
banks for accommodations they are told 
that the operations of the Sherman 
law have made money so searce and 
caused the situdtion to be so doubtful 
that they will have to moderate their 
demands or go without. 

Now, the common sense of the busi- 
ness men may tell them that the ex- 
cuse given by the banks is a piece of 
unadorned fiction, but they argue to 
themselves that if the banks employ the 
Sherman law as an excuse for refusing 
loans, or for calling in those that are 
out, they had better oppose the law 
outright. 

So with the southern bankers. When 
they receive peremptory letters from 
the banks in the northeast calling in 
loans at a time when the call puts even 
the lightest pressure on their resources, 
they are apt to scratch their heads and 
say that the Sherman law ought to be 
repealed, particularly when their north- 
eastern correspondents have laid em- 
phasis on the operations of that law as 
the prime reason for calling in southern 
loans. 

This is the scheme that has been going 
on and that is still going on. This is a 
part of the great “object lesson” that 
the country has heard so much about 
during the past few months. The north- 
ern and eastern newspapers have been 
quite jubilant in their remarks that the 
people of the west and south were to 
be given an “object lesson” in finance, 
the outcom¢ of which would be to con- 
vince them that sifVer legislation in any 
shape or form would be ruinous. This 
is the “object lesson.” We see the 
northeastern banks coercing southern 
bankers by withdrawing loans and re- 
fusing a renewal of discounts. We see 
them coercing western banks and with- 
drawing money from the channels of 
trade. We see some of the results of 
this “object lesson”—banks taken una- 
wares, collapsing; business interests 
crushed to the wall by the goldbug con- 
spirators; investments retarded and val- 
ues destroyed. 

This is, indeed, an object Iesson, and 
It is one the people are not likely soon 
to forget. They see what the power of 
these privileged institutions is and how 
it can be wielded to destroy the pros- 
perity of the country. They see what a 
tremendous leverage the single gold 
Standard gives to the money power and 
Its fiscal agents. The spectacle is 
crowded with instruction. 

If it had fallen to our lot to map out 
& programme for the purpose of display- 
Ing before the eyes of the people the 
real purposes of the money power and 
its agents to the end that its odiousness 
migtit be made apparent to all, we do

Why Not a Tariff for Revenue’ Only ? 


In all probability we shall’ never ‘be’ 


able to get at the true inwardness of 
that serene and affable misapprehen- 
sion which enables The Richmond Dis- 
patch to dispose of large discussions 
and small controversies by discovering 
political boogers in the bushes. 

It is a beautiful art when judiciously 
employed, but it becomes appalling 
when it is brought into play every day. 

Recently The Constitution undertook 
to convince The Dispatch that there 
were no democratic factions in Georgia, 
but that all democrats were standing 
on the Chicago platform. But our Rich- 
mond contemporary took that statement 
between fits thumb and forefinger, shook 
its head affably and remarked that it 
was the plain and unmistakable sign of 
un booger in the bushes. 

The other day The Constitution said 
that the democratic platform declares 
protection to be uncgnstitutional, and 
gledges the party to a tariff for revenue 
only. Whereupon The Richmond Dis- 
patch serenely remarks: “It was just 
such paragraphs as the above that led 
us into the belief that the Georgia dem- 
ocrats were not ‘harmonious.’ Surely 
our Atlanta contemporary knows—yes, 
knows—that this country. will never 
have a tariff for revenue only.” 

Surely, surely our affable Richmond 
contemporary is familiar with the sol- 
emn pledges made to the people in the 
democratic platform. The committee 
on resolutions brought in a tariff plank 
with protection in it, but the conven- 
tion, representing the party, repudiated 
it in a way to leave no room for doubt 
as to What the democrats wanted. The 
cut and dried tariff resolution of the 
committee was trampled under foot 
and the convention, amidst the most 
intense enthusiasm, formulated a tariff 
plank of its awn, declaring that protec- 
tion is unconstitutional and pledging the 
party to the repeal of the MclKinley 
law and To a tariff for revenue only. 

We call the attention of our serenely 
doubtful contemporary to the fact that 
this declaration of the convention was 
not as important as the result that fol- 
lowed. The people took the party at 
its word; they construed the declaration 
to mean what it said; they accepted it 
as a pledge, and, on that pledge, with 
others, they lifted the party into power. 

Will The Dispatch tell us that the 
declaration and the result mean noth- 
ing—that the party is sailing under false 
colors—that it does not purpose to lift 
the burdens of protective legislation 
from the people? 

We should be glad to see our contem- 
porary discuss this matter more at 
length. We should be glad to learn why 
the country is not to have a tariff for 
revenue only. So would the pcople. 


Out Goes Gold! 


The following telegram was sent out 
in the press dispatches yesterday: 

New York, May 31.—The Teutonic for Liv: 
erpool today carries a million and a quarter 
of gold. The Fuerst Bismarck tomorrow will 
carry two millions. 

So it goes! ‘The “eminent bankers” 
say that the Sherman law is sending 
the gold out, but sensible people know 
that it is going out because, under our 
present system, there is ho way to keep 
it when the. single standard nations of 
Europe choose to put a premium on it. 
There is nothing to prevent the ship- 
ment of the last dollar of our gold if 
Kurope wants it. When the supply in 
the treasury is exhausted the govern- 
ment can sell bonds, and, by saddling a 
new debt on the people, corne another 
supply of gold for the money sharks to 
sell and ship. 

The searcer the . gold becomes the 
dearer it grows, the lower prices fall 
and the tighter the grip of the money 
power on the prosperity of the people. 

With bimetallism, the people would 
not care if every ounce of gold were 
shipped abroad. They would not know 
the difference. They would not feel the 
effects. They would get good prices for 
their products, the value of their prop- 
erty would not decline. They would 
not give a moment’s thought to the gold 
movement. 

But as long as the money power can 
corner the gold supply of the country 
for their own use, as they have been 
doing, or send it abroad, as they are 
now doing, just so long will the pros- 
perity of the people be endangered. 

The remedy, is the double standard. 
With the mimts open to silver the peo- 
ple would have a supply of money to 
Fall hack on when the Shylocks and 
speculators shipped gold abroad. 

Never before in the history of the 
country have the people been given the 
benefit of so practical. an argument in 
favor of the free coinage of silver as 
that which marks the steady shipment 
of their only basis of currency. 

Never has the country had sucn a 
valuable object lesson. 


A Good Beginning. 

In yesterday’s Constitution an Au- 
gusta special gave an interesting ac- 
count of the Richmond county reforma- 
tory for juvenile criminals, established 
under an act of the legislature passed 
in 1885. 

After a trial of several years the re- 
formatory is an undoubted success, and 
the people of Richmond county have 
good reason to be proud of it. The ex- 
periment is not expensive. Sixty acres 
of land, six miles from Augusta, cost 
only $1,500, and the buildings were 
erected for $5,000. The annual county 
appropriation for running expenses is 
$1,500. There are now about twenty 
children in the reformatory. They are 
taught the rudiments of an English ed- 
lication, and put in their time working 
on the farm or in other useful occupa- 
tions. 

Under the act establishing the reform- 
atory juvenile offenders may be sen- 
tenced by the judge of the court in 
which they are convicted to a term of 
not less than one year, or until they 
reach the age of twenty-one, in this in- 
stitution, unless they are released ear- 
lier by order of the commissioners. The 
inmates are of both races and both 
sexes under the age of sixteen, and 
every possible care is taken to subject 
them to the proper~“moral influences. 

The fact that Richmond county has 
fewer juvenile criminals in the peniten- 
ary than any other county was. re- 
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ishes crime and is genuine economy to 
take care of the children when they go 
wrong, and give them a chance to re- 
form. Under good discipline and teach- 
ing these juvenile offenders go out into 
the world when they are discharged 
able to earn an honest living, and with 
every incentive to keep in the right 
path. If they had been sent to a Con- 
vict camp they would bave grown up 
under ihe irfluence of hardened crimi- 
nals, and their: release would simply 
have plunged them iuto a career of 
crime. 

If Richimond county can carry out the 
reformatory plan successfully and eco- 
nomically other counties can do like- 
wise, ind the state would be able on a 
larger scale to do a great and a much 
needed work that would reduce the 
number of our criminals by making 
good citizens of the little fellows who 
yield to temptation and go wrong. 

Since 1885 the reformatory has cost 
Richmond county only $15,000, and 
something over $4,000 now stands to 
the credit of the institution. If the 
young criminals in its walls had served 
a term in the chaingang with murderers 
and burglars it is safe to say that when 
they were turned loose they would cost 
the county marty times the sum which 
has been expended fn reforming them. 
We congratulate this Danner county in 
the cause of humanity. Her example 
should be followed. We must save the 
children. An @nlightened and Christian 
state cannot afford to make no distinc- 
tion between them and veteran male- 
factors. We must give the reformatory

Atlanta, Ga., May 31.~Hon, John J. Seay, 
Agent East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
Railroad Company (By open letter through 
The Constitution), Rome Ga., Sir: Your open 
letter addressed to me, which appears in The 
Constitution of yesterday, has been read. In 
your former letter you charged'“‘Extreme, un- 
fair and tyrannical rulings” of this commis- 
sion, 1 requested that for the purpose of ar- 
riving at a clearer understanding of the truth- 
fulness of this charge, you wonld give a bill of 
particulars and state specifically and clearly 
the cases wpen which you made this grave 
charge.

statement quoted. 

“The management of the Western and At- 
lantie railroad has made no complaint on the 
subject of Jocal freight rates in Georgia.

This letter settles charge No, 1, and places 
the author in a position where he must show 
up or hush up. Comment would be cruel. 

I with great pleasure now take up the rates 
you have kindly specified and ealled my at- 
tention to wpon which you further ground this 
grave charge against this commiasion. I 
have no doubt that the facts and figures which 
I now present will be a revelation to you as 
well as a surprise to those who have read 
your charges. 

Rate on cotton ties—You complain that the 
railrond commission of Georgia has fixed the

er hundred unds. The East Yennessece, 

irginia and Georgia railroad's pro rate of this 
charge from Dalton to Rome is 3 1-2 cents, 
which makes the rate charged from Dalton to 
Rome by the railroads upou the rate nxed by 
themselves 3 1-2 cents. ? 

The commissioners’ rate is 9 cents, The 
Alabama rate is 15 cents per hundred pounds. 
In this comparison we have the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia's rate nearly three t'mes 
that of the through rate fixed by the rail- 
roads, and the Alabama commission’s rate 
about five times that as fixed by the railroads. 
Upoa this basis, the charge on a carload of 
forty thousand pounds, by the tate made by 
the railroads from Kome to ‘dalton weuld be 
$14, upon that made by the commissioners’ 
rate would be $36, and upon that charged by 
the roads in Alabama would be $60. 

We will now take the rate on hay, which 
you enmplain is oaly-7 1-2 cents per tundred 
pounds from Dalton ts Rome, allowed by the 
railroad commission, and that t»e reuds in 
Alabama, for the same distance, thet is from 
Anniston to Kymulga, is 12 cents per hundred 
pounds. We will submit this charge to the same 
test of comparison with the through rates 
charged by the railroads as we have that on 
cotton ties. The rate charged ty the tail- 
reads from Ohio river points to Nome on hay 
is 22 cents per hundred pounds. ‘The East 
Tennessee, Virginia and ‘'vorgia railroad’s 
pro rate on this from Dalton to Kome is 3 1-4 
cents per hundred pounds, making the rate 
charged by the railroads $3 1-4 
cents, by the Georgia commission rate it 1s 
7 1-2 cents, and the Alabama rate is 15 cents 
per hundred pounds, On this basis a car- 
load of hay from Dalton to Rome of forty 
thousand pounds on the through rate of the 
railroads would be $13, and the charges by 
the commissioner’s rate would be $30, and 
by the Alabama rate would be $48. But it may 
be claimed that it is not fair to make a com- 
parison of the commissioners’ logal rates with 
that of the through rates made by the rail- 
roads. I will, therefore, take the rate on cot- 
ton ties from Cincinnati to Rome at 24 cents 
per hundred pounds, a distance of four hund- 
dred and sixteen miles, and compare it to the 
Georgia railroad commission’s rate for four 
hundred and sixteen miles, an equal distance, 
Which is 31 cents per hundred pounds, mak- 
ing a difference for the same hau! in favor of 
the Georgia railroad commission of 6 cents on 
the hundred pounds. In this compartvon, how- 
ever, the shipment upon the eonmissioners’ 
rate is over one line. If it should pass over 
more than one road, as it does in the shipment 
from Cincinnati to Rome, the rate « wall then 
be 85 cents per hundred pounds hy the rail- 
road commissioners’ rate, mak'nzg a cotference 
of 11 cents per hundred ponnds in favor of 
the Georgia railroad commission's rate. 

While I must confess that [ svmpath'ze with 
you for the unfortunate position you have 
placed yourself in on this question, | am not 
as sorry for you as I am for the people of Ala- 
bama, who have to pay these exorbitant rates 
which you seem to favor, but I shall let these 
figures stand without further ecinment at this 
time, feeling that they very fully onswer rour 
charge that the commissioners’ rite is ‘ex- 
treme, unfair, and tyrannical.”” I have 
doubt, however, that if the people ef Georgia 
were subjected to the charge whien ron seem 
to advocate. of the Alabama rates. which you 
cite, they would feel that such a rate was ex- 
treme, unjust and tyrannical. It is due tathe 
Alabama commission to state taat it bas not 
the power to make or revise rates. 

Now, as to your complaint taat classes C, 
D. E. and F, over the same distances and -be- 
tween the same points referrsd to abeve, fixed 
by the Georgia railroad cumm'ssion is 8 
cents. 7 1-2 cents, 18 cents and 16 cents re- 
spectively, and in Alabama the ree is 15 
cents. 12 cents, 22 cents and °O vents respec- 
tively, I will not go into a eomparison, as I 
might do, with the rates upon these curses, 
but will. answer your ¢narges by saving that 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road is now working lower rates upon these 
classes than the. commissioners’ rate: that 
said road made special application for the 
privilege of working a lower rate than. the 
commissioners’. standard tariff npon these 
classes, which privilege was granted them by 
this commission. I will also inform you that 
when these classes were 25 per cent lower than 
they now are the same were adjudicated before 
the superior and the supreme court of the state 
of Georgia and the supreme court of the 
United States and were held to be just and 
reasonable. 

Vithout comment or elaboration upon the 
facts and comparisons which T have given you, 
IT have to request the friendly favor cf yon 
that when vou ehall **zgo before the plain aria 
honest people of this state and there Iny bare 
such facts pertaining to the matter as you may 
possess” that you read to them this very plain 
but truthful statement which I have given 
vou. You may say, if you wish, that this Is 
all that I. as chairman of the railroad comunts- 
sion. have to say in the defense of the charges 
which vou have made.

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THE STATE i$ PROTECTED. 


Attorney General Terrell Arranges for the 
oe Payment of 830,000. 

Attorney General Joe Terrell came back 
yesterday morning from Brunswick. He 
spent the day before there arranging for 
the protection of the state against loss 
through the failure of the State bank of 
that city. This bank had on deposit at 
the time it closed itg doors, $30,449.73. It 
had in actual cash only a few hundred 
dollars, afid in exchange and other assets 
quickly available, $6,000. 

When the attorney general appeared in 
the city there was some uneasiness among 
the sureties on the bank’s bond for the 
state deposit. He asked the sureties to 
hold a meeting and see what they could 
do. He said that the state was not disposed 
to be harsh and force the bondsmen to 
sacrifice their property. Colonel Terrell 
found, after an investigation, that the 
state was in no danger of losing anything. 
The sureties were anxious to protect the 
state, and asked for a little time, which 
will be grented. The sureties are C. B. 
Lloyd. president of the bank; W. E. Bur- 
bage, W. E. Kay, M. J. Colson, M. Kaiser, 
V. A. Cunningham, Thomas W. Lamb, 
H. S. McCrary. A. T. Putnam, M. Nich- 
olson, J. E. duBignon, J. J. Spears. These 
boudsmen represent eaisly a quarter of 
a million. Steps were taken to pay the 
state within sixty days. 

“Brunswick’s business men are plucky,” 
said the attorney general, “and they will 
pull through all right. They are not goin 
to give up easily, and are determined to 
straighten out the financial situation.”

Captain 
John Hart, of Greene; Hal Lewis, also of 
Greene; Solicitor General Howard, Solici- 
tor General George Brown, of the Blue 
Ridge circuit; Judge Turner, of Putnam; 
H. W. J. Ham, of Hall, were among those 
who chanced tO meet with one another. 

e Impression among these politicians was 
that there will be a vacancy in the speak- 
ership of the legislature when the assembly 
meets.

The Grammar Schools of the City at High 


: Noon. 

Today at high tioon the grammar schools of 
the city will close their doors for the term. 

And the children will pass out into the full 
enjoyment of their summer vacation. 

There will be no public examinations in 
any of the schools today, and nothing, in the 
way of exercises, will mark the close of the 
school term. 

This is in accordance with the especial di- 
rection of the board of education, and the 
order of the board will be carried out to the 
letter in all of the schools. 

The failure to have the closing exercises 
this year is a new departure and breaks with 
a very unpleasant interruption the beautiful 
succession of exercises which have occurred 
each summer since the schools were first or- 
ganized, ; 

It bas been the custom of the patrons each 
year to gather into the several schools of the 
eity, for the purpose of hearing the children 
examined and to witness the closing exer- 
cises of the scl@s. ‘his year, however, the 
parents will be denied this privilege as the 
public exercises have _been omitted. 

The action of the board is specially to be 
regretted on account of the busy preparations 
which the children have made for the closing 
day. These preparations began several weeks 
ago and everything was ready for the exami- 
nation which should have occurred on to- 
morrow. 

Many of the little girls were counting on 
wearing their new dresses for the first time, 
and every one they met on the streets they 
gave a pressing invitation to be present ab 
the exercises. 

These little hearts, all over the city, wher- 
ever they beat today. are sorely disappointed, 


* and vacation itself with all of its sweet varie- 


ty of fun and frolic will hardly be sufficient 
to wipe away the unpleasant recollection. 

It all grows out of the unnecessary scare 
over the scarlet fever, when the truth is, 
and the record of cases will bear out the as- 
sertion, that repeatedly within the last few 
years a larger number of cases haye existed 
without the least excitement or apprehension. 

As it is, only one or two cases of the 
fever have been reported during the last week. 
Yesterday and the day before there was not 
a single casa@nd the need for alarm, if it 
ever existed, his completely subsided. 

The order of the board of education, which 
was published in yesterday morning’s Con- 
stitution, was read with interest all over the 
city and much comment was elicited. 

Aside from the disappointment felt by the 
pupils the teachers have also been disap- 
pointed. They had made extensive prepara- 
tions and were anxious for the patrons of the 
schools to judge for themselves as to the 
merits of the year’s avork. As for the re- 
spite which the elosing of the schools gives 
them, it is only a day gained, which fs more 
than offset by a public examination lost. 

liowever, the action of the board is irre- 
rocnable. and all that any one can do is to 
unuiet!y submit. It mav_ be stated, however, in 
tunis connection thet the action of the board 
wis largely against their own judgment, and 
was taken merely to caulet the apprehensions 
of a large number who urged the closing of 
the schools with eloquent importunity. 

The honors have all been determined and 
the names of the children who have complet- 
ei the vear’s work with distinction will be 
spread this morning upon the rolls,

The business of the Houston county insti- 
tute is progressing finely, and the teachers 
are deriving great benefit from Professor 
Bothwell Graham's lectures on the various 
textbooks used in the. public schools of 
Georgia, as well as the new ideas he gives 
them in imparting instruction to children. 
Professor Graham is @ courtly educated 
gentleman, well informed on the best meth- 
ods of teaching children, and says the

the manner in which they receive their 
pay: They say the Ham law, paying them 
quarterly, is a good thing, but is inoperat- 
ive because there has been bo provision 
made for funds to pay them as the law 
directs: consequently they pronounce the 
Tlam law a dead letter. ; 

Before they adjourn they will memori- 
alize the present legislature and ask the 
teachers in other counties to do. the same 
thing, to pass a law making it incumbent 
upon the state’s officials to raise money by 
aome means with which to pay the county 
teachers monthly. They recite the fact 
that all other officers and laborers of the 
state are paid monthly except the poor 
achool teacher. who is eompelled to wait 
until the 1st of each January before they 
ean get any money. or else discount the 
notes given them by the county school 
commissioner at a large per cent, by which 
method the banks and money lenders 
gobble up a large per cent of their hard 
earned salaries. 

They even go further. They ask the 
teachers all over the state as well as pna- 
rents who eare anything for the education 
of their sons and daughters, to urge upon 
their respective representatives to pass 
auch a law at the next session of the legis- 
lature. and in ease they neglect to do so, 
then make it an issue in the next cam- 
paign and elect no man to the legislature 
unless he is pledged to pass a law paying 
the school teachers ¢heir salaries monthly. 

The teachers claim that the present man- 
ner of paying teachers by the states, com- 
pels many of the best tutors to seek other 
emplorvment, thus throwing many incompe- 
tent teachers in the school room who 
ought not to aspire to anything higher than 
following a plow or loafing. 

Houston county teachers think they are 
on the right line now, and say if parents 
who patronize public schools care anything 
for the edueation of their children they 
will havea law passed compelling the state 
to nay teachers their salaries monthly, 
even if they have to issue bonds to do so. 

They claim this is in the power of the 
patrons of the school and it remains to 
be seen whether thev are interested in the 
education of their children_sufficiently to 
elect men to the legislaturaswho will pass 
the desired law. 

They will publish their memorial with 
the consent of the press, whose influence 
they will also earnestly ask in bringing 
ahont this beneficial change, which will he 
of «snch great interest and benefit to the 
children of Georgia. —

Setting Fire to the City Stables Laid 
at Their Door. 


THE END OF THE DETECTIVES’ WORK. 


Two Sons of "Squire Akridge Arrested. 
A Detective Livedin the House 
with Them. 


The two big fires at the city dumping 
grounds, the burning of the glue factory 
in March and of the city stables a month 

. . ye > 
later, both ofwhich were evidently of in- 
cendiary origin, but densely obscured in 
mystery, have developed into a case of 
decidedly unusual and sensational features. 

The very searching investigation which 
has been conducted by the city detectives 
since the first burning culminated yester- 
day in the arrest of five white men, all 
save one, are closely related 
by ties of bloc® and marriage. These men 
are held on charges of arson, two each, 
aid the detectives confidently state that 
they will be able to convict them of burn- 
ing the giue factory and the city stables. 

Two ot the prisoners are Bill and Jim 
Akridge, aged respectively thirty-three and 
* “, . . 
thirty-five years, Sols of Squire Jim Ak- 
ridze, a large real estate holder in the vi- 
cinity ef the dumping grounds, Two ott- 
ers are Doss Buran, thirty-two years old, 
and Tom Elliott, thirty-five years old, both 
of whom are brothers-in-law of the two 
first named prisoners, having married the 
two daughters of ‘Squire Akridge, The last 
prisoner is Wil Ogburn, a beardless youth 
of. eighteen, of SS2Z MeDaniel street, this 
city. He was formerly jn the employ of 
tom Elliott, and was working for him 
both fires occurred. 

A long and partially familiar story lics 
back of the two byrnings and of the arrest 
of the two-men. According to the theory 
-of the detectives the burnings were com- 
mitted by the Akridges because of the 
failure of their long continued war against 
tie dumping grounds to end in anything 
definite or practical. The men wnder ar 
test, while they do not deny their strong 
and bitter objeetion» te the dumping 
grounds in their midst, do most emphat- 
ically deny that they are guilty of setting 
fire to the two burned buildings, and say 
ther will make it hot for the powers that 
caused their arrest when they get out. 

The city dumping grounds and sinables 
are located three miles west of the city, 
on a road leading north from West End 
to Bellwood. In the near vicinity of the 
dumping crounds was the plant of the 
Southern Glue Company.! owned = by 
Schoen Bros., of this city. Both were 
extremely disagreeable to the residents 
In that section. Not only were the foul 
odors arising from them most unpleasant, 
but were regarded as positively dangerous 
to health. People living in that portion of 
the county claimed that the presence of 
these two (lisagreeable establishments af- 
gee the price of real estate and hinder- 
ed the progress of the city in that direc- 
tion. They claimed that without these two 
stench makers the city would soon take in 
thet entire section.

It is claimed, however, that the 
dumping gtounds has been a strong draw- 
hack to it. Tom Elliott and his wife have 
twenty-eight aeres of Innd in the same 
locality. and Elliott stated yesterday that 
it wonld have been worth, in his opinion, 
$2,000 per acre but for the nearness of the 
dumping grounds. Mrs. Buran Ras sever 
al acres adjoining that of her father. The 
hody of land held by the Akridges would 
he verv valuable in any other locality as 
near the city as it is.

LARGE GAINS IN SCHOOL POPULATION. 


Fulton County Has Increased $1 Per Cent 
in Five Years-A Town Where All 
Can Readand Write. 


1 A RL ERR SEA NS ARIE EE 


Fulton county has been growing the 
past five years. This ig not a surprising 
statement, but the figures are better than 
Was expected. 

According to the school census recently 
taken, the increase in the schoo] popula- 
tion of the county, outside of the city, bas 
been 31 per cent since 1888. The figures of 
the city have not been digested in the stite 
school comiiissioners office, but a reat 
showing will be made when they are com 
piled. 

‘The returns show that in south Georgia 
the increase bas been heavy, while 11 the 
niddie and upper parts of the state, thle 
counties have not gone ahead much, and 
in some instances they have gone bDack- 
wards. 

A gratifying showing is in the decrease 
in illiteracy in the state. This was re 
ferred to. some weeks ago in ‘The Cvuustl- 
tution, but then the figures were uol 80 
complete as they are now. 

‘The census gives the number of school 
children in Georgia, their names, cvlor 
sex, whether they have ever attende 
school of any kind or not, whether they 
can read and write, the number of biind 
and deaf and dumb and idiots. 

Savannah makes the best showing 48 
to education. 
only ten white boys and four white zirls, 
between the ages of ten and eighteen, who 
cannot read and write. Out of a total 
white school population of 5,398 only four- 
teen are so illiterate that they cannot sead 
and write. This is a high testimonial to 
the school system of that city. Jn a color- 
ed school population of 5,S71L there ure 
038 who cannot read and write. ‘That is 
considered a very small per cent.. 

Chatham county has a total school popu- 

lation of 15,530, an increase since 1885 of 
2,044, or 18 per cent. 
_ Dooly county makes a wonderful show- 
ing, its increase in school population in 
the last five years being 90 per cent. ‘latt- 
nall’s increase has been 46 per cent, Mont- 
gomery’s 41 per cent. Tattnall county has 
1,310 more school children now than slie 
had five years back, and Montgomery lias 
1018S more school children in 1803 than 
she had in 188s. 

Hancock county hag lost 568 school chil- 
dren. Wockdale hal eight more school 
children in 1888 than in 1893. 

The town of Cusseta, in Chattahoochee 
county, makes a fine showing. In that 
town there is not a single white child. of 
school age, that cannot read and write. 
And there are only seven negro children 
in the town who are illiterate to the ex- 
tent that they cannot read and = write. 
There are 118 school 0 mel in the place. 

Habersham county has YSO school chil- 
dren who are literate. This county has 
gained 209 childrem since the last census. 

Towns county makes a fair showing of 
children who have had schooling, but the 
gain thera has not been large. Through- 
out the mountain counties many families 


have gone away to Utah, Texas and others 
south and southwestern. states and terri- ; 


tories. 

When the statistics are compiled they 
will be deeply interesting and useful. They 
will refute the charge of Georgia's illit- 
eracy. There is no doubt in the world that 
there are sectiong of Georgia which en- 
joy as good school systems as the most fa- 
vored states. Georgia has fine teachers in 
spots, and where there are good schools 
the children can read and write. 

The gains in population in south Georgia

As a preacher who had. been heard in 
the pulpit for sixty-five years, Uncle Billy 
was known to many and they cherished for 
him deep affection. 

Among these was Mr. A. J. Walker, of 
this city, who says: 

“Uncle Billy was a rough diamond, but 
never did a gem sparkle and radiate to 
greater advantage in the circle in which he 
was best known. Uncle Billy was the Jast 
of his kind, uneducated and poor though he 
was. No man ever held a higher place in 
the estimation of the people. He enjoyed 
their closest contidence. 

A Great Preacher. 

“Uncle Billy was a great preacher. I 
remember him as he was twenty-five ani 
thirty, even forty, years ago. © There. he 
was a giant among giants, Like old Uncie 
John Knight, Uncle Billy forgot the need of 
rhetoric after he got into the depth and 
breadth of one of his inimitably unique ser- 
mons. IHle was truly like an empty vessei 
when he commenced and I, as a lad of a 
boy, felt sorry for him many a time until 
he got through explaining his text anid 
got, as his warmest friends would say, 
‘warmed up.” And when Unele Billy did 
get ‘warmed up’ the closest packed con- 
gregations sat spell-bound for an hour and 
ofien longer listening to the most wonderfuily 
crude, though majestic, orator. His voice 
Was as flexible as rubber and as strong as a 
drum, 

“Unele Billy was at his best in the midst 
of a country quarterly meeting and revival. 
‘These were held always in the summer after 
crops were laid by and the people would 
come for miles and bring their dinners. 
Ife was a farmer himself and plowed the 
sime horse he used to meet his appointments. 
When at work he was as happy as when it 
church and could sing with as muclt pathos 
and contrition as it he was opening iis 
service. 

A Natable Incident. 

“Uncle Bily was a hard debator in the 
business conferences at one time over thirty 
years ago in the conference of the Congre- 
gational Methodist church, the denomination 
to Which he then belonged, which was held 
at old Mt. Hiope, near my father’s hoine, 
A question Was sprung in the business meet- 
ing that nettled a number of the old giants 
and many preachers, among whom were Ab- 
salom Oxletree, Hiiram J’ninizy, Samuel 
Weathersby and dfdiram fhuddileston, were 
warmed up and used plain language, as 
did Unele Billy, who made the speech of his 
life. Woefully in the minority, lie got be- 
side himself and gave sume hard licks aud 
actually kicked out of the traces 
and : gave notice ot his 
withdrawal from that denomination, Boy 
as lL was I cried, as did all while Uunele 
Billy swayed the great audience with his 
appeal for what he considered Just and 
rigut. In the midst of one of his out- 
bursts he, with tears streaming and hands 
lifted as if ealling on God to witness, Old 
Unele Hiram Phinizy, his life long friend 
and greatest opponent in the debate, walk- 
ed across the church and stood in front 
of Unele Billy with his hands also lifted, 
and amid first silence and then shouts the 
two giants of the olden days stepped to- 
gether and threw their arms around each 
others necks and wept like children. The 
house was earried away with excitement, 
A storm burst, and then the sunshine—and 
such sunshine, Later, at dinner on the 
grounds under the oaks, these two preach- 
ers were among my father’s guests. 1 can 
see them with my eyes. shut (both with 
clean-shaven faces and long locks), as they 
tulked together—Jonathan and David, 

Yhe Noble Wife. 

“Old Uncle Billy is gone, and with him 
the noble woman who for S80 Many years 
kept her sacred~ wifely vows. ‘ogether 
they wended their way hand in hand as 
they had traveled over a half of a century. 
They walked hand in hand from their 
home to chureh where Uncle Billy in his 
prayer, as was his custom, when | was a 
boy, thanked God that he and his house 
were ready and he was slinply waiting the 
Master’s time, and they walked hand in 
hand from the sacred altar to a more sa- 
cred altar in eternity.
